LODGE, IN A SPEECH, 
DEFENDS EXECUTIVE 
Dissension Breaks Out When 
Senator Stone’s Resolution 
to Approve Stand Taken 
by Executive Comes Up. 


WASHINGTON Feb. 7.—Dissension 
over President Wilson’s severance of 
diplomatic relations with Germany 
broke out in the Senate today when 


Senator Stone brought up his resolution 


to put the body on record in indorse- 
ment of the President’s action. 

Two Democratic Senators—Vardaman 
of Mississippi and Kirby of Arkansas— 
announced at the outset that they would 
not vote for the indorsement, as did 


one Republican Works of California. 
Other Senators who objected to the 
President’s action announced that they 
would vote for the indorsement for the 
sake of national unity. All, however, 
pledged their support if the country 
went to war. 

Senator Lodge, Republican, probably 
the President’s most frequent and bitter 
critic in international affairs, pledged 
his whole support to the President’s ac- 
tion unreservedly and called upon his 
colleagues to follow him. 

Senator Stone began by reading a ca- 
ble dispetch from London the day the 
President severed relations, which de- 

it meant America in the war ou 
oe the entente allies. 
| Our Own Course. 
import,” said Senator Stone, “have been 
appearing from day to day in the Ameér- 
ican press. Whatever may be the te- 
sult of the regrettable international en- 
tanglements in which we are now in- 
volved, I do not know. But I ‘want to 
express my conviction and hope that we 
will not lose our equilibrium and be 
swept off our feet, at least at the in- 
stance of a forcign Power or under the 


. influence of:-a propaganda put forth 


for tho purpose of exciting us to war 
on the side of one of the belligerents. 
It is a matter than must not rest on 
foreign dictation. No matter what 
comeés, we should take our own courss 
in our own way. 

“T hope the officials and people of the 
United States will avoid any partisan 
gpeech calculated to excite passions. I 
presented this resolution because I think 
we ought to let the world know that 
we fupport the President whenever he 
acts within his canstitutional powers 
and speaks for the country. 

“Y hold that the President is pri- 
marily charged with the consideration 
of diplomatic relations with foreign Gov- 
ernments and unless circumstances ex- 
tremel:’ exceptional should arise, I feel 
constrained to support and approve the 
act of the President in dismissing a 
foreign Ambassador or even terminat- 
ing diplomatic relatior.s, putting an end 
to ordinary measures of international 
intercourse. In this case now before 
us the President hus discharged his 
duty, acting with constitutional author- 
ity, and I for one feel that we should 
let the country and the world know 
that we support his action.” 

Lodge Backs Up President. 

Senator Lodge, ranking Republican 
member of the Foreign Relations Com- 
mittee, then spoke. ‘In my opinion,” 
he said, “the President did what was 
demanded by the honor, safety and fu- 
ture security of the United States.” 

“Under these circumstances, party 
lines vanish and shy criticism of the 
past or any criticism of the present is 
silenced for me,’ continued lodge. 

“When my country is in controversy | 
with a foreign nation I can see for my-" 
self but one duty, and that is to stand 
by and support the recognized consti- 
tutional authority of the Government. 

“It seems to me out of place to at- 


tempt to place praise upon other na- 


tions. This is not the time or place for 
expression of sympathies. There is only 
one question before us—our relations 
with one of the great Powers. The Pres- 
ident has taken grave action. I feel it 
my duty to support him to the utmost 
of my power. He is the President of 
my country. And if, as we all pray, we 
are to be saved from the war, there is 
only one step more important than any 
other: if. we are to preserve our peace 
ft is to show to the people of the coun- 
try and the world that we are without 
divisions, and that we think only of the

LONDON, Feb. 7.—The sinking of 10 
vessels with some loss of life is reported 
by Lloyd’s today. 

An official British statement issued 
today declares the Peruvian sailing ves- 
sel Lorton, while on a voyage from Cal- 
lao, Peru, was sunk by a German eub- 
marine Monday, inside Spanish terri- 
torial waters. The official announce- 
ment says: 

“The Peruvian bark Lorton, on.a pas- 
Sage from Callao, was sunk by an enemy 
submarine Monday inside Spanish terri- 
torial waters.”’

Two lives were lost from the British 
steamer Wartenfels, of 4511 tons, report- 
ed sunk yesterday, the agency also an- 
nounces. 

During the first six days of Germany’s 
ruthless submarine warfare, ending last 
night, the sinking of 36 vessels had been 
reported, against 18 vessels in the pre- 
ceding six days. Fourteen vessels were 
reported destroyed yesterday, the first 
following the expiration of the five days’ 
grace to neutrals. 

These figures indicate a marked in- 
tersification of the U-boat war. There 
is no certainty, however, that all these 
ships were sunk in the period given, as 
no dates are given in the reports, and 
it is possible that some of them were 
victims of mines. Of’the ships reported 
sunk in*the last six days 19 were neu- 
tral, and of these sunk yesterday, six 
were geutral.

NEW YORK, Feb. 7.—The Intérna- 
tional Mercantile Marine today sent out 
instructions to its agents throughout the 
country requesting them to cease book- 
ing passengers on American line ships. 


The following circular~* was sent to 
agents in all cities: 

“Present situation makes it necessary 
to reconsider the sailing dates of Amer- 
ican. line steamers, and until thig is 
settled, please stop booking passengers 
of all classes.’’

CONVOY WILL NOT

WASHINGTON, Feb. 7.—The American 
liner St. Louls will not be given a con- 
voy if she desires to sail for England 
through the German submarine zone, it 
was announced at the State Department 
today. 

The Government is acting on the policy 
that Americans have an inalienable right 
to traverse the high seas; that the Ger- 
man submarine blockade is entirely il- 
legal, and that any sinking of American 
ships in contravention of law would im- 
mediately lead to hostilities. 

A statement of the position of the 
Government on the sailing of American 
vessels is being drawn up at the State 
Department, but will not be made pub- 
lic here, although it may be made pub- 
lic by ship owners receiving it. It its 
understood to be President Wilson’s de- 
sire not to have the Government appear 
to go out of its way to make an official 
public announcement on the question. 

It is also stated that as yet no ship 
pers have made “a direct request’’ for 
a convoy. It is understood, however, 
that the quéstion has been discussed 
informally and that it has been learned 
that there are not enough American 
war vessels available to convoy the 
whole American merchant marine ply- 
ing through the war zone. 

Today’s announcement is understood 
to mean that the United States is going 
ahead as though the German blockade 
order had not been issued, and that no 
preparations, stich as convoying or arm- 
ing, will be adopted. It rests with Ger 
many to commit the overt act that 
President Wilson has said would lead 
to war.

It was disclosed that on Monday the 
State Department sent a long dispatch

The 
German Government's action is believed 
to have been more in the nature of a 
move to compel a safe return of Count 
vor Bernstorff through the allied block- 
ade rather than any step against Ger- 
ard or the United States.

31 SHIPS DISABLED AT 
NEW YORK BY TEUTONS

4000 Members of Crews of German and Aus- 


Disappeared, U. S. 


Officials Announce. 


NEW YORK, Feb. 7.—Evidence that 
the 31 German and Austrian ships self- 
detained in this port have been disabled 
and that most of their crews left them 
prior to the placing of a guard over the 
ships by the customs authorities on Sun- 
day, is in possession of Federal officials, 
it was authoritatively learned today. 
Vital parts of the machinery in each 
ship have been removed or damaged, 
the Federal authorities have learned, 
since the last trip of inspection by the 
neutrality squad last week. The dam- 
age was done, they believe, on Satur- 
day, the day the United States broke 
off relations with Germany. The cus- 
toms authorities were on that day re- 
fused permission to go below decks on 
the vessels. The ships are so badly 
damaged that six or eight months will 
be required for repairs. 

Figures made public today by Govern- 
ment investigators show that more than 
4000 members of the crews have van- 
ished. Whereas, there were 5460 offi- 
cers and men aboard the vessels at the 
outbreak of the war, there are now 
only 1194. 


U. S. NOT SEIZING 
GERMAN VESSELS 


Damaged Ships Only Taken 
Over to Prevent Injury to 
Harbors or Shipping. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 7.—In line with 
its policy of doing nothing to force fur- 
ther strained relations with Germany, it 
was reiterated today that the admin- 
istration is taking the greatest care to 
see that no right of any foreign Govern- 
ment or foreign property is violated. 

It was added that the Government no- 
where seized German shfps or claimed 
title of any sort to them. 

It was authoritatively declared on be- 
half of the administration that the only 
action taken has been to put vessels and 
their crews under such guard and pro- 
tection as to prevent anything being 
done which would obstruct navigation or 
in any other way violate the laws to 
which they would in any case be subject. 
Only the necessary precautions, it was 
said, are being taken against violations 
of the law of any sort. 

Secretary Baker gave our 
ing statement: 

“In the harbors of Manila and else- 
where in the Philippine Islands and at 
Colon, the German merchant vessels 
were discovered to have had certain 
parts of their machinery removed and 
in some instances evidences of prepara- 
tion for the sinking of _— vessels 
had been made. 

- “Solely for the purpose of protecting 
the several harbors and other shipping 
and property therein, steps have been 
taken to prevent damage, but none of 
the ships have been seized by the Gov- 
ernment of the United States, and in all 
‘cases the commanders and crews have 
been informed that the Government of 
the United States had made no seizures, 
claims no right to the vessels, and does 
not.deny the right of the commanders 
and crew to dismantle the vessels if 
they see fit so long as the destruction 
is accomplished in a way which will not 
obstruct navigable port waters or injure 
or endanger other shipping or property. 

“The ‘breach of diplomatic relations 
between the Governments of the United 
States and Germany has not changed 
the relations of these ships or their 
crews to the Government of the United 
States or forfeited their right to our 
hospitality, and the steps taken are lim- 


fhe follow- 


ited to necessary police regulations to | 


prevent injury to the property of others 
or the obstruction of harbor waters.” 
Damage in Philippines. 

An official report received here says 
évery one of the 17 war-bound German 
merchant ships examined by Ameri: 
can officials at Philippine ports since 
the break with Germany has been so 
badly damaged by their crews that 
six months or more would be required 
to make any of them seaworthy. Of 
the 23 vesels tied up in the islands, 
all but six have been inspected. 

So widespread and thorough has been 
the concerted disabling of German ships 
in American perts that some officials 
think it could be explained only ny a 
blanket order from Berlin. It is sug- 
gested that such instructions might 
have gone forward early in the war or 
might even have been issued as a stan4- 
ing order before the war to cover such 
an exigency as has arisen. There has 
been no indication, however, that tha 
American Government has authentic in- 
formation on the subject. 

U. S&S. Might Not Use Ships. 

It is explained the policy of the Gov- 
erfment -is to make no use of these 
ships, even if war comes. It was saii 
authoritatively that there had been no 
decision even to take over the ships in 
the event of war. 

The net result, therefore, of damage 
to the war-bound ships will be the ex- 
pense and delay for repairs their own- 
ers tnust bear before they can get intu 
the rush for after-the-war trade. Offi- 
cials here Relieve the damaging of the 
big German merchant fleet in the Pa- 
cific wil! offer Japan an opportunity she 
will not be slow to take to put herself 
at least six months ahead of Germany 
in the trade strvggle in those waters. 

To Avoid Commercial Taint. 

The basis of the administration’s po- 
sition, it is stated, is President Wilson’s 
determination so to conduct the affairs 
of the nation that no taint of commer- 
cialism can attach to the Government’s 
action, if it is drawn into war. He is 
anxious that no ground be yiven for 
charges that a desire for acquisition of 
German merchant ships, admittedly of 
inestimable value for establishment of 
an adequate American merchant ma- 
rine, was in any way a factor in the 
situation. 

The damaged German boats in the 
Philippines probably will await repair- 
ing for a considerable period. There 
are few facilities for repairing them in 
the islands. 


Prosecution Deeided Upon in Case of 
Damage to Kronpriuzessin Cecilic. 
BOSTON, Feb. 7.—The refugee German 

steamer Kronprinzessin Cecilie, built at 

a cost of $4,600,000, has been rendered 

useless for four months by the disabling 

of her engines, it has been discovered by 

Capt. John B. Cocyle, an engineer of 

the United States coast guard service. 

He reported to Assistant Secretary of 

the Treasury Andrew J. Peters that his 

examination indicated a deliberate at- 
tempt to cripple the liner. 

Tine cylinders of the two high-pressure 
engines, @ecording to information from 
an authoritative source, were found to 
have been destroyed. A piece of steel 
about three feet long was cut out of 
each cylinder, rendering the engines 
useless, and boltheads, fastening the 
cylinder heads, were knocked off. 

Because the machinery was made in 
Germany, it was said that the damaged 
parts could not be duplicated here, and 
to use the steamer it would be necessary 
to install new engines. 

As a result of the discoveries, a de- 
cision was reached to attempt criminal 
prosecution of those who may be found 
responsible for the damage.

STEEL THE ALLIES, 
SAYS KING GEORGE 


Reference to ‘‘Further Outrages”’} 
Made in Speech in Opening 
Parliament. 


RULER CLAD AS ADMIRAL, 


Refers to War Aims as Outlined 
to United States — Foreign 
Press Given Place in Gallery. 


LONDON, Feb. 7.—King George, in 
opening Parliament today. said that the 
response of the allies to the invitation 
of the President of the United States 
outlined their aims as far as could be 


done at present. The King added: 
“Threats of further outrages upon 
public order and the common rights of 
humanity serve to steel our determina- 
tion.”’ 


Noa of Naval Pomp. 
The opening of Parliament, always 


picturesque, was shorn of much of its 
color and pomp. The peers wore none 
of the customary robes and regalia. The 
King was clad in the uniform of an Ad- 
miral of the fleet and all the Lords and 
members of the House of Commons who 
are entitled to wear either khaki or 
navy blue followed the example of the 
King. There were also other innova- 
tions in keeping with the time or war. 
The imperial escort consisted of officers 
of the overseas fighting force. 

The royal gallery in the House of 
Lords was set apart for wounded sol- 
diers. For the first time in the history 
of Parliament the importance of the for- 
eign press was recognized by the allot- 
ment of seats in the press gallery to. 
correspondents from allied and neutral 
countries. 

The weather was clear and crisp ana 
as the royal procession passed from, 
Buckingham Palace to the House of. 
Parliament dense crowds lined the 
streets. 

King George’s Speech. 

King George's speech follows: 

“For the third time in succession I 
summon you to your deliberations in 
the midst of war. Certain overtures of 
which you are aware have been made hy 
the enemy with a view to opening neace 
negotiations. Their tenor, however, in- 
dicated no possible basis of peace. My 
people throughout the: empire and my 
faithful and heroic allies remain stead- 
fastly and unanimously  resvu'ved tq 
secure the just demands for r2pareation 
and restitution in respect of the past 
and guarantees for the future which we 
regard as essential to the Prog cess of 
civilization. h 

“In response to an invitat'»n by the 
President of the United States of Amer- 
ica we have outlined, so far as san be 
done at present, the general cbjects 
necessarily implied by these aims. 

“Threats of further outrages upon 


humanity will but serve to steel our de- 
termination more. 


Success During the Winter. 
‘During the wintgr months my navy 


has maintained unchallenged its cease- 
less watch on the seas and enforced 
with rigor the blockade of the enemy. 
My armies have conducted successful 
operations, not only in Europe, but in 
Eggypt, Mesopotamia and East Africa, 
and they are fully prepared to renew 
the great struggle in close and cordial 
co-operation with my allies on every 
field. I trust their united efforts will 
carry the successes already won to a 
victorious conclusion, 

“IT invited representatives of my do- 
minions and mv Indian empire, which 
have borne so glorious a share in the 
struggle, to confer with my Ministers on 
important questions of common inter- 
est relating to the war. These steps so 
taken will, I trust, conduce to. the es- 
tablishment of closer relations between 
all parts of the empire. 

“You will be asked to make necessary 
provision for effective prosecution of 
the war. Accomplishment of the task to 
which I have set my hand will entail 
unsparing demands on the energies and 
resources of my subjects. I am assured, 
however, that my people will respond 
to every call necessary for the success 
of our cause with the same indomitable 
ardor and devotion that has filled me 
with pride and gratitude since the war 
began.

Legislature Probably Will Be 
Called to Meet Again Soon |; 
After March Adjournment. 


APPEAL TO THE PEOPLE 


Governor Expected to Stump 
State in Interest of His Pro- 
gram of Reform Laws. 


By a Staff Correspondent of the Post- 
Dispatch. 

JEFFERSON CITY, Feb. 7.—Gov. 
Gardner’s program of progressive leg- 
islation, including revenue measures to 
rescue the State from a condition of 


constructive bankruptcy and measures 
to place the conduct of State institu- 
tions on a business tnstead of a polit- 
ical spoils basis, virtually ts dead. The 
Governor is preparing ‘to carry to the 
voters of the State a message placing 
the responsibility upon the Republicar, 
minority in the House and the “Old 
Guard’ in the Senate. 

From present indications the only 
Gardner measures which Will be passed 
by the Legislature are those providing 
for an increase in saloon licenses, for a 
license tax on spirituous Hquors, ani 
for a tax on the capital and surplus 
of corporations. 

Measures Apparently Dead. 

The measures which apparently’arens 
dead as if a final vote killing them ha‘ 
been taken, include those providing 
for an inheritance tax, an income tax 
a mortgage recording tax, a secure 
debt tax, a license tax on soft drinks, 
a State Tax Commission, a constitution- 
al convention, penitentiary reform, 
workmen’s compensation and a central 
hoard of control for eleemosynary insti- 
tutions. 

The defeat of these measures can 
only mean that the Governor, if he car- 
ries out his promise during the cam- 
paign to use his every endeavor to place 
the State on a sound business basis, will 
be required to call an extra session of 
the Legislature and confine its dusiness# 
to revenue-producing measures and th. 
reform bills which he recommended in 
his message. 

The Board of Control of proposal for 
eleemosynary institutions probably will 
be defeated in the House through the 
influence of the members of Boards of 

* Managers of the various institutions, 
nearly all of whom are opposed to the 
measure because it would legislate them 
out of their jobs. 

‘The spirit of opposition in the Senate 
to the Governor’s program is based by 
some of the Senators in private conver- 
sations or the Governor’s failure to take 
them into his confidence and consult 
with them regarding matters of legisla- 
tion. There is no doubt he could have 
obtained passage in some form of nearly 
all of his measures if he had been 
willing to privately discuss his pro- 
gram with the members of the com- 
bine which controls the Senate and make 
«uch concessions as they might demand. 

In an extra session the Legislature 
ould consider only matters mentioned 
by the Govemor in his call, and thus 
there would be no danger of clogging 
of the calendar of either the House or 
Senate. It is by the introduction of 
many bdills that the calendar becomes 
«logged and meritorious measures fail to 
pass simply because they are not 
reached: In many instances the busi- 
ness of the Senate is so regulated that 
measures which influential members de- 
sire tu kill are delayed until they taks 
a niace so far down on the calendar 
that they are nct reached. 

it is understood here that the Gov- 
ernor intends to call the Legislature into 
special session within a short time after 
the adjournment of the regular session 
in the middle of March, afid that he in- 
tends in the interval between the regu- 
jer and extra sessions to make speeches 
in eight or ten sections of the State ex- 
plaining where the responsibility for the 
failure of his measures lie, for the pur- 
pose of arousing a public sentiment to 
hack his program in the extra session. 
The Governor has not given up hope 
of action in the regular session, but 

those informed in the ways of experi- 
enced legislators understand that his 
hope is due to his inexperience in legisla- 
tive affairs. 

A correspondent of the Post-Dispatch 
learned from several of the more expe- 
rienced members of the Senate that 
there is aimost no possibility of the 
more important of the measures receiv- 
ing favorable action.

Drug- 
gists almost as a unit are opposed to 
it, and are flooding the desks of mem 
bers with protests, as are also many 
editors of country newspapers, a con- 
siderable number of whom during the 
jast few months have carried mucn 
advertising matter from manufacturers 
of soft drinks. 


Opposition to Tax Commission. 
The State Tax Commission will meet

The Republican committeemen, on 
the other hand, are urging continuation 
of the inquiry and complete examination 
of Miss Ruth Thomson Visconti, who ig 
alleged to have stated to Thomas W. 
Lawson that Mr. Price acted as a “go- 
between” for Secretary Tumulty “‘and 
others’ in Wall street deals. She will be 
called to the witness stand. 

Malcomb R. McAdoo, a brother of 
Secretary McAdoo, hotly denied ‘at the 
inquiry today that he ever acted as a 
““go-between’’ for the Secretary and C€, 
D. Barcy & Co., New York brokers, in 
a Wall street deal as reported +o the 
committee by Thomas W. Lawson. 

Criticizes the Newspapers. 

McAdoo declared most of the newspa- 
pers probably would not print his de- 
nial as they were “too anxious to libel 
somebody.”’ 

J. L. Butler of the local brokerage 
firm of J. L. Wdwards, testified that on 
Dec. 20, Walter P. Ramsey, a local in- 
vestor, told him that F. A. Connolly & 
Co. had a “tip’’ on the coming peace 
note.

1 IN AUTO KILLINGS 


Coroner’s Report for 1916 Shows 
Gain Over 1915—14 Ver- 
dicts of Criminal Carelessness. ° 


An increase of 43 per cent in the num- 
ber of automobile killings, a small in- 
crease in the number of homicides, and 
a decrease of 23 per cent in the number 
of suicides, is shown by the Coroner's 
report for 1916, as compared with that of 
1915. The report was sent to the May- 
or today by Coroner Vitt, who took 
office in November, but who included 
the entire year in ths report. 

Sixty-nine deaths were caused by auto- 
mobile accidents in 1916, aecording to the 
report, and in 14 cases verdicts of crim- 
inal carelessness were returned. 
there was 48 automobile killings and 5 
verdicts of criminal carelessness. Cases 
in which a street car had a part in the 
accident are not listed as automobile ac- 
cidents. 

There were 525 accidental deatiis from 
all causes in 1916, as compared with 429 
in 1915. There was 207 suicides, as 
against 268 in 1915. Of the suicides, 116 
were married, 6 single, 16 widowed, four 
divorced and six unknown as to marital 
status. 

Seventy-four killed themselves with 
poison, which, in 57 cases was carbolic 
acid, and in four cases was bichloride 
of mercury. In 1915, there were 155 sui- 
cides by poison, of which 100 were by 
carbolic acid and 6 by bichloride. 

Last year’s homicides numbered 13, 
which was 10 more than the 1915 rec- 
ord. The largest record of any previous 
year was 118 in 1906. 

Twenty-eight deaths resulted from 
street railway accidents last year, one 
more than in 1915. The deaths in steam 
railroad accidents were 51, as compared 
with 26 in 1915. - This large increase is not 
explained by any single accident of 
magnitude... The total number of in- 
quests conducted by the Coroner !n 1916 
was 1960, and in 1915 it was 1625.

JEFFERSON CITY, Feb. %.—Patrick 
Cullen, a St. Louis attorney and insur- 
ance law specialist, before the House 
Insurance Committee last night brand- 
ed the fire marshal bill as “the pet 
scheme of the insurance companies.” 
The bill was drawn by Walter Chorn, 
State Superintendent of Insurance. 

Chorn was present at the hearing and 
made a vigorous defense of the bill, re- 
peatedly interrupting Cullen’s speech to 
interrogate him. 

“Mr. Chorn, in his official capacity 
sits in judgment on these insurance 
companies,”’ said Cullen. “They are sup- 
posed to be inspected and regulated by 
his department. I do not charge that 
in drawing this bill he acted as their 
agent, but I do say that he has drawn 
and is standing sponsor for a bill which 
they have been advocating for 2 years, 
which will benefit nobody but the insur- 
ance companies, and that they sent a 
powerful delegation over this State to 
lobby for its enactment. 

“Every fire insurance journal in the 
United States is in favor of this bill and 
I challenge you to mention one that has 
not advocated it.’’ 

Charles M. Hay also opposed.the Dill. 


Hay Also Opposes Bill.

GERMANY NOT TO INTERFERE 
WITH FEEDING OF BELGIANS 


Assurances Received at Relief Com- 
mission. Office in London; Disa- 
greement on Ship Route. 

LONDON, Feb. 7.—Categorical assur- 
ances from the German Government that 
it does not intend to interfere with the 
feeding of civilians in Belgium and 
Northern France, have been received at 
the local office of the Belgian Relief 
Commission. Under these assurances, it 
was stated, the American agents on the 
commission may remain in the occupied 
zones unless war is declared and in that 
event they would receive safe conduct, 

It also was stated that in event of war 
between the United States and Germany 
the organization would continue its ex- 
istence, but would discontinue the work 
of distributing supplies, limiting itself 
to unloading cargoes in Rotterdam, at 
which point they would be turned over 
to some neutral Government to be dis- 
tributed. 

This information is regarded here as 
considerably improving the Belgian re- 
lief situation. The only hindrance to the : 
usual course of forwarding food to Bel-. 
gium lies in the inabilty thus far to’ 
reach an agreement as to the routing of 
it through the submarine zone.

FAVORABLE REPORT 
TO HOUSE ON BILL 
AFFECTING LV. L 


Hawes, in Speech in Committee, 
Denounces Organization for- 
Political Activity. 


“SAMPLE BALLOT’ SHOWN 


E. V. P. Schneiderhahn Supports 
Measure as Representative of 
Taxpayers’ Federation. 


Ey a Staff Correspondent of the 
Post-Dispatch. 
JEFFERSON CITY, Feb. 7.—The 
House Committee on Criminal Jurispru- 
dence last night voted to report favor- 
ably Represeatative Hawes’ bill to pro- 
hibit the publication and circulation of 
anonymous campaign circulars such as 
are issued by the Independent Voters’ 
League in St. Louis prior to each elec- 
tion. The league has been exposed by 
the Post-Dispatch during the past year 
as a secret grafting organization that 
seeks to prevent the election of mem- 
bers of the Catholic church to public 

office. 

' The bill was amended in the commit- 
tee to meet objections raised by repre- 
sentatives of the Anti-saloon League 
and the Women’s Christian Temperance 
Union that it would require the filing of 
a complete list of contributors to their 
organizations and a statement of expen- 
ditures before they could do any adver- 
tising. Hawes consented to the amend- 
ments. 

“The object of House bil] number 361 
is to prevent the attack upon candidates 
for office by means of anonymous circu- 
lars and letters,’’ Hawes said. 

“There are various grafting organiza- 
tions and individuals in this State who, 
under different designations, attempt to 
recommend or oppose candidates for of- 
fice. Their communications, addressed 
to individuals, to the press, and circu- 
lated in the State, are unsigned. 

“In the city of St. ‘Louis one of these 
organizations, the Independent Voters’ 
League, does not sign its communica- 
tions, does not give the address of its 
office nor the names of its officers, and 
yet assumes the right to attack candi- 
dates for office on religious grounds. 
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“It not only attempts to prevent the 
election of Catholics to public office but, 
in addition, attempts to defeat Protes- 
tants by charging that they are Cath- 
olics. 

“The whole object of this organizatior 
is totally repugnant to American insti- | 
tutions, in violation of the spirit of our | 
Declaration of Independence and the! 
Constitution of the United States, which . 
guarantees to every man the right to | 
worship God according to the dictates 
of his own conscience. 

“If the objects of this organization 
were merely fanatical it would be bad 
enough; but, in addition to that, they 
are apparently venal grafters who go 
outside of the question of religion and, 
for ulterior purposes. falsely charge 
Protestants with being Catholics or 
Catholics with being Protestants. 
‘‘Men who assume the right to criti- 
cize or guide the public in public af- 
fairs should have the courage to sign 
their names and assume responsibility 
for their statements. 

“Every man in public life and every 
newspaper assumes this responsibility. 

Every member of the Legislature is 
compelled to stand out in the open and 
fall or rise by his public declarations. 
There is no honest reason why any man, 
or set of men, should hide behind a wall 
of secrecy unless the character of the 
men or the objects of the orgnization 
are such that they will not bear public 
inspection. 

“From dark cellars and hidden places. 
and from the slime of cowardice, with 
the twitching fingers of graft, come 
these letters that fear the light, aim- 
ing their shafts at the most sacred in- 
stitution of America’s life, his religion. 

“The anonymous political assault is 
a safeguard for the hypocrite, the liar, 
the slanderer, the demagogue and the 
scoundrel who puts on foot a. rumor or 
a charge, as to which, by its anony- 
mous chdracter, the man assailed does 
not have. the opportunity to reply or 
have his recourse in court.” F 

He called «he attention to a “sample 
ballot” itssuea by the I. V. Tl. in tne 
last campaign in Which four members 
of Protestant churches, Gov. Gardner, 
Attorney-General McAllister, Joseph J. 
Crites and Ernest A. Green, candidates 
for office, were designated as ‘‘Roman’”’ 
or **Pro-Roman,”’ while Cornelius Roach, 
a Catholic, was starred as a Protestant. 

E. V. P. Schneiderhahn, as a repre- 
sentative of the Taxpayers’ Protective 
Federation, appeared in support of the 
bill. He exhibited circulars which were 
issued by a number of what he termed 
“fake organizations,”’ attacking candi- 
dates* which gave the names of none of 
their officers or members. He had cir- 
culars issued by the Missouri Libertv 
Protective Association, the Working - 
men’s Liberty League, the Headquar- 
ters of the Republican Citizens’ Com- 
mittee and the Voters’ Publicity League 
of St. Louis. ‘ 

An attempt was made by Representa- 
tive Cave to get from Schneiderhahn 
some explanation of the organization of 
the Taxpayers’ Protective Federation, 
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ner in which it determined which candi- 
dates it should support. 

Schneiderhahn resisted the attempt 
and fell back on the statement that the 
federation was not on trial, and that it 
signed all its communications. \ 

J. Kelly Pool, who was Wefeated for 
the Democratic nomination for Secre- 
tary of State by the vote against him in 
St. Louis, denounced the I. V. L. and 
the Taxpayers’ Protective Federation. 
He said the latter branded him as un. 
desirable without ever seeking to obtain 
his views on matters of taxation and 
without knowing anything about his 
views. He said that he had attempted 
through a St. Louis banker to learn 
why and that all he could ever find out 
was that he Was “Too damned dry.’

FIRST INFANTRY CAN 


Adjutant-General Donnetly Says 
Men Are in Readiness to An- 
swer Call to Service. 


Adjutant-General Donnelly, who came 
to St. Louis this morning from Jeffersoi: 
City, told a Post-Dispatch reporter that 
the First Missouri Regiment, of which 
he is the commanding Colonel, is in 
readiness to respond to a call for service 
within.six hours. 

Officers have instructed their men to 
keep ‘hemscives in readiness to respon’) 
immediately to a possible call, and to 
file with the officers the addresses at 
which they can be reached by telephone 
or telegraph. They have been order 
not to leave the city, even for a short 
time, without giving an address at which 
they can be reached by telegraph. 

Members of the regiment, speculatirg 
on a possible call into service, are of the 
opinion that they would be sent to guard 
the Panama Canal, as they could be 
quickly transported by rail to New Or- 
leans, to board transports for the canal 
zone. 

Some officers of Battery A believe 
they will be sent to the Philippines if 
called into service. 

Adjutant-General Donnelly said that so 
far the Missouri troops, numbering 4500, 
had received no word whatsoever from 
Washington. The brigade, he said, is 
merely preparing, on its own. initiative, 
to respond to a call in the event of an 
emergency. 

Genera! recruiting is being carried on 


by all anits of the Missouri. brigade, and | 


special efforts are being made to recruit 
three additional batteries, to raise the 
strength of the Missouri batteries to six 
companies, constituting an artillery regi- 
ment. 

The First Regiment, the Adjutant- 
General said, has a good supply of am- 
munition on hand, and the equipment is 
packed, ready for instant removal. 

He said that the *irst Regiment had 
1000 men ready for service, and that 
all the 4500 men in the Missouri Brigade 
were in excellent condition and training; 
as a result of their recent experience on 
the Mexican border. 

Capt. Kenneth Williams, U. S. A., is 
now: conducting nightly inspection of the 
St. Louis troops, taking one company 
each night. He said that thus far,he 
had found the regiment in good condi- 
tion. This inspection, he said, was the 
annual one conducted by the War De- 
partment, to determine the condition of 
the regiment’s equipment and numerical 
strength, and what appropriation the 
regiment was entitled to receive from 
the Government. He said that he had 
had no orders from the War Department 
to instruct the regiment t 
service. 4 

Adjutant-General Donnelly stated he 
came to St. Louis to attend the annual 
regimental play, which will be given at 
the Odeon tonight and tomorrow night. 
Gus Thomas’ “Arizona” is the play 
chosen for this year’s presentation.

SHIP—300 OTHERS PERISH 


Dutch Captain in Tug Rescues Those 

Who Had Clung to Wreckage in 
Cold for Four Days. 

Correspondence of the Associated Press. 

CHEFOO, Shantung Province, China, 
Jan. 5.—Three hundred persons suffered 
death by drowning or freezing on the 
§00-ton Japanese steamer Hankaka, 
which ran aground during a terrific 
snowstorm near this city. Seventy-five 
of the passengers and crew clung to the 
storm-swept ship for four days, survived 
the low temperature and were rescued. 

Capt. Stampe, a Dutch officer, made 
repeated efforts to reach the grounded 
ship with a tug, but was unable to get 
to it for four days. The storm was so 
violent that he was able to save only 350 
persons on his first trip, but in a second 
dash for the derelict he took off the 
others.

Proceeding, perhaps, on the theory 
that in remote parts of Arkansas, Okla- 
homa, Tennessee and Indiana, even in 
the convicinity of the well-known lit- 
erary belt, there are as many of those 
“‘one-a-minute” ginks as there are on

spring.

But we must not forget that the Bos- 
ton club is now owned by Messrs. Fra- 
zee and Ward, former theatrical rg 
nates, who are now “going straight” in 
baseball. Perish the thought that they 
Should overlook a chance to give the 
great world’s series film a “second run’”’ 
&t popular prices! Not on your old dusty 
musket! 


So they’re going to take it on tour 
through the sticks, admitting natives at 
from two to six bits per game, as 
against two to six bucks, prevailing 
og at Brooklyn and Boston last Oc- 
ober. 


They Will Be Joke Games. 


However, there may be a kick-back 
here. To fans who have never seen a 


world’s series, the annual titular strue¢- 
gles in the fall are almost sacred. These 
games are supposed to be an epitome 
of all that is good in baseball, the ab- 
solute limit in “class.’’ But wait until 
the idolators in Tulsa, Peoria and Little 
Rock get a peek at the early spring 
efforts of the respective pennant win- 
ners. What a piercing shock it will be 
to them to see how rotten a world’s 
series can be! 

Of course, the followers of major 
league baseball who live in major league 
cities are wise to the fact that the 
world’s series almost invariably is pro- 
ductive of the worst baseball of the sea- 
son. 

They never try anything new, never 
take any chances in a world’s series. In- 
deed, there is more excitement each fall 
in the sub-cellar championship between 
the Browns and Cardinals than there is 
in the blue ribbon series in the East. At 
least that is the unanimous notion of 
those who have spent their money for 
a round-trip ticket to Boston and Phila- 
de)phia in late years. 


‘‘Get-the-Money’”’ Stunt. 

And that probably will be the verdict 
of the ‘“‘minute men” who see the 
Red Sox and Superbas lock horns next 


March in their 10-game tour after the 
spring training trip at Hot Springs. 
Games have been .booked at Memphis, 
Little Rock, Oklahoma City, Kansas 
City, Indianapolis, Lafayette and Peoria. 

It looks entirely like a ‘‘get-the- 
money” proposition, although -it will un- 
doubtedly be advertised as a second- 
edition of the famous world’s series. But 
it may serve one purpose. If the trip is 
prolonged enough, Brooklyn may win 
anvcther game. However, there are those 
almost willing to wager that’ Brooklyn 
could play Boston from now until St. 
Louis goes dry south of Chouteau with- 
out ever winning a game. 

The fact of the matter is that nobody 
knows yet why Carl Mays was allowed 
to pitch the third game last fall.

Publishers of Reports for State 
Supreme and Appelate Tribu- 
nals See Lawyers. on Subject. 


By a Staff Correspondent of the Post-

JEFFERSON CITY, Feb. 7.—Efforts 


of Representative Frank H. Lee of Jop- 
lin to have the Legislature pass a bill 
taking from the Judges of the Supreme 
Court and the Courts of Appeals the sal- 
ary increases granted two years ago has 


called attention to the benefits which 
have resulted from the law Lee is seek- 
ing to repeal. 

It is estimated that in two years the 
State has saved more than $10,000 in 
printing bills by the action of the 
Judges, serving as members as a com- 
mission to determine which opinions 
shall be published-and which shall not. 

The Clerk of the Court today offictal- 
ly stated that 711 opinions were handed 
down by the Supreme Court from June, 
1915, to Feb. 1, 1917. Of these the Judges 
directed that only 265, or 37 per cent, 
should be published. 

All Formerly Published. 
Prior to the passage of the bill two 
years ago all opinions were published, 
an expense not only to the State, but 
to the lawyers, who are obliged to buy 
the reports of the courts if they would 
keep their libraries complete. 
The Supreme and Appelate Court re- 
ports are published by the E. W. 
Stephens Printing Co. of Columbia, of 
which E. W. Stephens, chairman of the 
Missouri! Capital Commission, is chair- 
man. Representative Lee said he did 
not know whether the Stephens com- 
pany had any interest in the passage of. 
the bill introduced by him, but that he 
did know the company had nothing to 
do with its introduction or progress so 
far as he was concerned. 
Representative Frank C. Wilkinson of 
Kansas City, chairman of the Judiciary 
Committee of the House, and one of the 
more prominent members of the Legis- 
lature, told a Post-Dispatch correspond- 
ent that a short time before the Legis- 
lature convened a man visited his of- 
fice with a petition which he requested 
Wilkinson to sign, urging that all Su- 
preme and Appellate Court opinions be 
published. This would be brought about 
by Lee’s bill. 

Represented Stephens Company. 
Wilkinson said he questioned the man, 
who finally said he was paid by the E. 
W. Stephens company. E. W. Stephens 
said today that his company never had 
taken any part in any movement to re- 
duce the salaries of the Judges. 

“We sent men to the lawyers of St. 
Louis and Kansas City with petitions 
urging the courts to print all the opin- 
ions,”’ Stephens said. “Our purpose was 
to inform thé court how many lawyers 
of the State wanted all opinions pub- 
lished. We found that approximately 75 
per cent believed all should be printed. 

“As it is we are publishing less than 
half the opinions we formerly did and 
our business in this respect is being 
ruined. The expense to the State never 
has been large, and if the lawyers are 
willing to pay for the reports and want 
them they should have them.”’ 

The law raising the salaries of the Su- 
preme Judges from $4500 a year to $7500 
formed the Judges into a commission to 
determine the opinions which should be 
printed. lLee’s bill to repeal the sal- 
ary increase bill would restore at the 
same time the old law under which all 
opinions were printed. 


BERLIN CITY PLAN ENGINEER 
INDORSES LOCAL PROJECTS 


Speaks at City Club and Commends 
Projected Improvement of 
‘River des Peres, 

The work of the local City Plan Com- 
mission, especially its projected improve- 
ment of the River des Peres, was in- 
dorsed by Dr. Werner Hegemann of 
Berlin, a city plan engineer, in a talk 

yesterday at the City Club. 

‘He also stated that adequate main 
traffic arteries, from the business sec- 
tion to the residence districts should 
be provided. He pointed out that three- 
fourths of the main traffic streets of St. 
Louis are not more than 60 feet wide, 
when they should be twice that width. 
The radial plan of main transportation 
routes was approved. 

The speaker urged the adoption of a 
zone or district plan, such as the City 
Plan Commission is working on. He said 
the soning of cities was originated in 
Germany, but that New York had gone 
beyond the German plan in thorough- 
ness and usefulness and has become 
the model city of the world for district- 
ing plans. The districting or zoning of a 
city is accomplished by a wide plan 
of restrictions as to the height and na- 
ture of buildings, areas of yards and 
courts and nature of business for which 
buildings may be used. 


MRS, SANGER IN WORKHOUSE 


NEW’ YORK, Feb. 7.—Just two weeks 
after her sister, Mrs. Ethel Byrne, had 
made the same trip, Mrs. Margaret 
Sanger, under sentence of 30 days for 
birth control propaganda, was taken 
yesterday from the Raymond Street jail 
to the workhouse on Blackwell's Is- 
land. Mrs. Sanger will not follow Mrs. 
Byrne's example and go on a “hunger 
strike."’

Plaintive Note in Some Papers. 

paper takes occasion to reiterate the 
allegation that President Wilson’s every 
act had been induced by his insistence 
that Americans shall be allowed to 
travel unendangered on entente ships.

Aid to Neutrals Emphasized. 

In this respect, the papers emphasize 
announcements showing the inclination 
of the Government to ameliorate the lot 
of neutrals as far as possible: for ex- 
ample, the alteration of the blockaded 
area so that Holland might have an out- 
let, and the furnishing of coal to Den- 
mark. 

Papers like. the Vossische Zeitung and 
the Lokal Anzeiger, which ‘heretofore 
have handled the American situation 
most temperately, show a tendency to 
adopt the tone once taken by the Pan- 
German press. At the same time the 
Tages Zeitung and Journals of a simi- 
lar coloring are milder than ever before 
in the expression of their view. They 
have abandoned baiting America and 
are devoting themselves to assuring 
their readers that the German decision 
is final and a step .toward an ultimate 
and speedy victory. 

Count von Reventlow in an editorial 
in the Tages Zeitung says that neutrals 
will not suffer as much under the Ger- 
man submarine measures as they have 
under English ‘‘tyranny,’’ if ogly they 
use the channels allotted .to them and no 
longer put into English ports. 

Reventlow’s Comment. 

Regarding the United States, Von 
Reventlow says: ‘“‘The further action of 
America will be watched with particular 
absorption.

THE LEGISLATIVE ISSUE. 

In the event of the defeat of his program of 
legislation for the rehabilitation of the State’s 
finances and other important objects, the only 
course left to Gov. Gardner is to call an extra 
session and appeal to public opinion in the State. 

Gov. Gardner’s condemnation of partisan op- 
position from Republican legislators is justified. 
But he cannot lay the blame on the Republican 
minority. It merely supports the action of the 
group of Democrats in control of the majority's 
action. The Governor must place the responsi- 
bility where it belongs. 

From the organization of the legislative houses 
it has been evident that the forces in favor of 
sound reform and progressive measures would be 
helpless. Politics, spoils and the influence of 
spécial interests seized control. The payrolls 
were packed with useless employes; the important 
committees dealing with the subjects of reform, 
especially in the Senate, were packed with spoils- 
men and special interest supporters. 

While the House has shown a disposition to 
work, the Senate, which is the bulwark of special 
interests, has held back. Under the rules meas- 
ures on the calendar are subject to the will of 
the Old Guard opposing reform. They can be 
smothered altogether, or delayed until the rush 
hours, when defeat or mutilation will be the al- 
ternative. 

The situation in the Legislature is a sad spec- 
tacle of the consequences of apathy on the part 
of the people. They have blindly placed the 
power to contro] legislation in the hands of men 
who oppose the popular will and regard public in- 
terests as secondary to personaland political in- 
terests. 

There is no question of the will of the people or 
the welfare of the State. The obstacle to neces- 
sary legislation is the selfish and sordid purpose 
of the controlling group of legislators. 

Gov. Gardner must take the issue to the people 
of the State. He must define it and expose the 
opposition and its purposes, regardless of party 
affiliations. We do not doubt the outcome. 
Hither the Legislature will respond to the popular 
will or the Democratic party, which controls the 
Legislature, will suffer defeat in the next election. 
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The repott that Rodin, the sculptor, was dying 
was a bit exaggerated.

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THE WASHINGTON MEMORIAL. 
Announcement comes from Washington that 
$300,000 of the fund of $1,000,000 for a memorial 
building to George Washington in the nation’s 
capital already has been subscribed. Those who 
are conducting the campaign for money have ar- 
ranged to accept contributions of any sum from 
10 cents upward. Everybody who gives a dime 


or more will receive a certificate that he “owns! 


a brick” in the building. . 

The memorial is to be a home of national and 
international organizations which have anything 
to do with the increase of knowledge of the arts 
and sciences and general educational movements. 
In addition to halls and meeting rooms it will 
have an auditorium with a seating capacity of 
10,000. It will be 300 feet wide, 270 feet deep, 
four stories high and will cover a lot already do- 
nated at Sixth street and Pennsylvania avenue. 

The memorial association includes in its mem- 
bership some of the most prominent men and 
women of the United States. The plan is en- 


titled to support all over the country. No more 


fitting memoria] to the great patriot, whose cher- 
ished ideal was the diffusion of knowledge 
throughout the country, could be imagined. That 
it should be erected in the capital city is appro- 
priate because Washington, in a large sense, be- 
longs to all of us. 
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The seizure of 17 German vessels in Manila 
Bay and the handing over to Spain of our af- 
fairs in Germany shows that history repeats it- 
self with variations. 
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ZIMMERMANN IS ASTONISHING. 

Declaring that “President Wilson’s decision is 
astonishing,’ the German Foreign Secretary, in 
an interview printed in the Berlin Tageblatt, in- 
sists that “there is no step backward.” 

Whether there is a step backward or not is for 
Germany, not the United States, to say. The de- 
cision of this country has been made and will be 
adhered to. There has never been an issue of for- 
eign policy about which the American people were 
more firmly united than they are about this, and 
they are determined to see it through to the end, 
come what may. 

When Dr. Zimmerman says that the President’s 
decision is astonishing, he is trifling with the 
German people in the hour of their greatest ex- 
tremity. It is not astonishing. It is inevitable. 

The German Government was informed last 
April in plain, direct, straightforward language 
that unless it respected the rules of cruiser war- 
fare nothing remained for the United States ex- 
cept sever diplomatic relations. Berlin has known 
from that day that a resumption of ruthless sub- 
marine operations would result in the recall of 
Gerard, and in passports for Count von Bernstorftf. 
The American Ambassador has impressed that 
fact upon the Foreign Office time after time, and 
there is reason to believe that Count von Bern- 
storff has beeh no less active in warning his Gov- 
ernment that a rupture’ would inevitably follow 
a return to frightfulness. Yet when the German 
Government deliberately forces the break the Ger- 
man Foreign Secretary professes to be astonished 
that the United States should keep its word. 

Will official Germany be equally astonished, 
after the President’s address to Congress and its 
overwhelming indorsement by the American peo- 
ple, if an overt act leads to the use of force by 
the United States? For two and a half years the 
German people have been fed up on diplomatic 


i mendacity, but there must be limits to their ca- 


‘pacity for digesting lies. 
Nor need there be popular illusion in the cen- 


‘tral empires as to what will happén if the United 


States is finally dragged into the war by Germany. 
This is a conflict not of armies, but of money and 
industries and economic resources. Mr. Lloyd- 
George once said that the last $600,000,000 might 
win the war. The United States not only has that 
last $500,000,000, but it has many times $500, 

000. The day that this country enters the war the 
economic resources of the allies are doubled. 

Germany may despise the military establish- 
ments of the United States, but the military re- 
sources of the United States are so overwhelming 
that they would decide the war, and decide it 
quickly. 

RATE-REGULATION BY A BOARD. 

The Legislature will be threshing old straw if it 
devotes any serious attention to the bill of Sen- 
ator John H. Taylor of Chariton County, to strip 
from the Public Service Commission the power to 
regulate railroad rates. 

The difficulties in the way of legislative regula- 
tion are familiar and were thoroughly gone into 
at the time the present powers were delegated 
to the State board. Within the 70-day Mmit on 
sessions of the Legislature in Missouri, there is 
no time to deal intelligently with the intricate 
problems connected with passenger and freight 
rates. To attempt to do only lessens the time and 
attention the Legislators devote to the other 
duties of which they cannot divest themselves. 

Legislative regulation in the past has represent- 
ed: little aside from alternate triumphs of dema- 
gogic appeals and of the peculiar influences ex- 


erted by the railroad lobby. Missourians want-fo' 
return to the old system and the old lobby.; Theft 


public judgment reached deliberately a decision [ 
in favor of commission regulation. No backw 


move should disturb that decision. 

In proposing that the Legislature shall assume 
again its jurisdiction over rates the Taylor Dill 
reopens another old issue by prescribing 2-cent 
passenger fares. If old battles must constantly 
be fought over, what opportunity will there be for 
new victories? This is a time when new victories 
over tendencies toward misgovernment are ex- 
pected. 

Commission regulation may sometimes be dis- 
appointing, but we can assure Mr. Taylor that it 
will never cause the scandals and show the de- 
partures from scientific standards of legislative 
regulation. Instead of restoring the old plan, we 
should have specific legislation removing some 
present points of doubt as to the extent of the 
board’s present regulatory power. 
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IN CONTEMPT OF THE ALDERMEN. 
The St. Louis Court of Appeals in a unanimous 
decision holds that President Charles L. Holman 
of the Laclede Gas Light Co. must obey a subpena 
issued in an aldermanic inquiry into the business 
of the company. This is a point of controversy 
that ought never to have arisen between a utility 


officer and the municipality. The friction from 


such incidents gives rise to an ill will and resent- 
ment that prove costly in the long run. 

That publicity must attend the business of pub- 
lic service companies is indispensable under exist- 
‘ng policies. What has the gas company to con- 
ceal, when it shows contempt for the official 
representatives of its customers? 
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A burglar yesterday stole six eggs and some 
trifles, including diamonds, clothing, a few auto- 
mobiles and cash. 
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DR. HEXAMER’S IMPUDENCE. 

Charles J. Hexamer, president of the German- 
American Alliance, has telegraphed his friends 
asking them to protest against war without a pop- 
ular referendum. 

There happens to be no provision in the Consti- 
tution of the United States for a referendum. We 
have a representative form of government in 
which the President and the Congress act for the 
American people in all questions of public policy. 
The President took the Congress into his confi- 
dence before exercising his power to sever rela- 
tions with Germany. The Congress approves his 
action. He had previously consulted the people, 
because his ultimatum in the Sussex note and the 
reasons therefor were known to the people pre- 
vious to the November election. The people in- 
dorsed his stand and re-elected him. They ex- 
pressed confidence in his leadership. 

All except a handful of Americans are in full 
accord with the President and the Congress in 
their expressed policy. Dr. Hexamer represents 
the Germans whose consent for the United 
States to defend American lives, property and 
rights against German assaults we will not ask: 

Dr. Hexamer and his German friends should 
protest to Germany against the inhuman aggres- 
sion which is driving us into war. Their protest 
to patient America upon which the aggression is 
inflicted is the height of {mpudence. 
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British commerce fs far from dead, but it has 
been having sinking spells. 
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THE TRAFFIC ‘‘COP’’ IN ECONOMICS. 

Inquiry into the cost of traffic jams has been 
made in New York City. 

The uninterrupted movement of street traffic 
by the most direct route involves, of course, a 
certain large cost to the multitudinous business 
activities of large cities. The maintenance cost 
of vehicles of all sorts, wages of drivers and oth- 
ers, the time of men in executing business errands 
and commissions and many other items are to be 
entered under this heading. 

If, now, traffic is not able to move uninterrupt- 
edly, or circuitous routes must be taken, money 
is lost through: a reduction in the maximum use 
obtained from wheeled transport and in wages and 
profits. New York’s investigation shows that in- 


creasing street congestion has had an appreciable| 


effect on the price of many commodities, especial- 
ly coal. 

Motor trucks which formerly could make deliv- 
erles between certain points in half an hour now 
require an hour. In such cases the item of de- 
livery entering into the cost of commodities to 
the consumer is increased exactly 100 per cent. 

The result of the showing is to magnify the im- 
portance of rational] traffic rules and especially 
of the traffic policeman. If some cost chargeable 
to congestion is unavoidable in great cities, such 
part of it as is due to a system of traffic reg- 
ulation that falls something short of the greatest 
attainable maximum in efficiency, is waste. 
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A SUGGESTION FOR THE FIRST LINE. 
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SOCRATES ON THE SEA.

It is not easy to understand 
that when all classes are joined together under one 
flag, as they are in every one of the countries fight- 
ing; or when Russia, an absolute monarchy, is on the 
side of England and France, which are said to best 
represent the democratic ideal. Nevertheless, we are 
told that more and more people are coming to the 
conviction that this is what the war is about, and we 
have even been told that in due time this same issue 
shall arise with us. It sounds absurd to say that 
our democracy is impracticable and that we shall 
some day come to a king—but people are saying it 
in Burope, and we are assured that we shall one day 
say it ourselves. 

Thrasymachus: What is impracticable about 
democracy? 

Socrates: I will repeat the argument of one of the 
aristocrats. He says a monarchy presents a perfect 
pyramid. At the top sits the king. Immediately 
under the king sit those chosen by the king for their 
ability. Beneath them are those chosen in turn for 
the same reason. Hach stratum supports the oye 
above. The democracy presents the inverted pyramid. 
At the top are the masses, and at the bottom is the 
leader, oppressed by their weight. There is no sup- 
porting structure of ability built up to the point. 
Upon the contrary, men without any ability get into 
office until the weight of the pyramid is too much for 
the point, and the whole thing collapses. 

(Quite a happy idea. 
However, I like the

OES the habit of taking back a 106- 
[) cent nutmeg grater three times 
to a store, or insisting upon the 
exchange of a wedding veil after she 
has worn it-to the altar, bring about a 
moral disintegration in the feminine 
shopper which may lead her, when she 
has married John, to return him after 
he has grown a little shopworn and ask 
for a credit check for Thomas or Henry”? 

Does the habit of “taking things back’’ 
to the department stores make woman 
a moral anarchist? 

Simeon Strunsky suggests these dis- 
turbing questions in an article on ‘“The 
Psychology of Shopping,” ir the Febru- 
ary number of Harper’s Magafine. 

‘“*You can always exchange it,’ says 
the saleswoman to the woman shopper,”’ 
quotes Mr. Strunsky. 


Baneful Effect on Morals of Women. 

“This system of purchase with a pro- 
viso is a problem of high moral im- 
portance,” he asserts. “Its effect on the 
moral nature of women is baneful, for 
consider only that human society, that 
all civilization, is based on the inviol- 
ability of contract. 


“Organized life is possible only on the 
assumption that a man surrenders what 
he agrees to give up and keeps what ho 
has promised to take. Under special cir- 
cumstances he is allowed to change his 
mind, to break the contract, but almost 
invariably there is a penalty attached. 
And this penalty he pays a matter of 
course, because he recognizes that to 
decide one way and to want something 
else hampers the work of the world. It 
is anarchy. 

‘‘Too many women, however, enter the 
department store with the knowledge 
that they are doomed to buy something 
they will want to exchange. Woman be- 
gins shoppirg in the certainty, which is 
almost part of her fate, that her choics 
will be bad, but that it is of no conse- 
quence, since she can always send the 
things back. You see at once how ut- 
terly destructive this must be of all 
moral standards. It means living in a 
world of free choice where the sinner 
is not in the least handicaped against 
the gaint. The woman who chooses 
wisely and once for all is no better off 
than the woman who keeps on exchang- 
ing things uptil she is satisfied.

many cream puffs, and when we grew 
up and wanted too many calories in our 
romances. Think of the consequences! 
Isn’t that horrid phrase that has con- 
fronted woman at every fence she has 
wanted to climb, every barrier she has 
attempted to scale—isn’t it the excuse 
for every solemn prohibition that has 
ever been laid upon her cowering soul? 
“Think, my dear, of the CONSE- 
QUENCES to yourself, to society, to 
your family, to the race.’””’ Himmel, Mr. 
Strunsky, don’t lecture us upon conse- 
quences; we have never been permitted 
to think of anything else. 

With this little outburst I shall pro- 
ceed to agree with the essayist of Harp- 
er’s and the witty author of ‘‘Post-Im- 
pressions”’ that the effect of taking back 
articles purchased must lead to the ex- 
tension of the exchange principle to the 
field of morals.

And if proof is lacking that the num-
